THAT BONE AGAIN. 

Our Bona Story Verified by 
Prof. 8. P. MoKenney. 

In reply to a letter written Prof S. 
P, McKenney, he ttitea that the bone 
which he found la a tree near Crom- 
well and which we described in The 
Rei*uhlican in onr iasne of the zoth 
'<1 Ow'tober la aa it was reported and 
has verified hia statement by present- 
ing The Refublican the bone. It ia 
a remarkable freak ol natnie and ia on 
exhibition now at this office. Prof, 
McKeoncy'a deecriptlon of the dis- 
covery ot this bone ia better than any 
other that can be given. It ia m iol- 
lowa: 

The bone I sent yon wm removed 
from a Spaninh oak abont 18 feet Irom 
the htunip. The diameter of the tree 
where it was removed wiu ebont aa or 
Z3 inches end the bone wrm In the 
very center of it. The tree was per^ 
fectly sound from top to bottom. No 
defects that we could find on It any- 
where, except aronnl the bone, where 
it was a little doty, a place a little 
larger than the bone, while the 
ohtside ring wee as sonnd as a dollar. 
We tamed theenta over and examined 
them carefully to see II there was a hole 
or a detect anywhere above or below 
the bone, bnt absolutely tonnd none. 

The tree was one oi those tall Span. 
Ish oaks, with bnt few limbs on It, 
the limbs mostly in the top. It had 
no forks where the bone conld have 
lodged and was perfectly sound 
through and thr >ngh, about ten feet 
shove the bone where they sawed off 
another cat. 

Mr. Will Hudson and Hooked care- 
fally to see If we conld find a hole 
shove cr below, bnt could find none. 
Just how the bone got there I can 
say, bur it was there. Messrs. W. M. 
Plener, George Flener, Willie Hndson 
and mj u-lf and others examined the 
tree and will vonch for the trntbfnl- 
ness ot my statement.

any member of a whit* or black mob 
that comaa to take his Ufa or drive 
him from bis home. 

During the rivll war the wbll* msn 
of Ihe south left their homes In chargs 
of thair negro tiaves and marched 
away to light to order lo perpetual* 
that slavery. And yet irn'r* la no rec- 
ord of a tingle Inatonva when th* 
negro failed to protact the homes, tb* 
wives and Ihe children nf his master. 

For 27 years after that war had end- 
ed there was no aeparalt coach bill on 
the alalule book* but In 18(1 the 
Demoi'ratlc party of Kentucky enacted 
such a meaiure, and now under the 
derision of the supreme court of the 
Vnlled Slate*, a Kentucky negro can 
not ride from point to point In the 
stale except In a JIm-rrow car; while 
a negro from any other atate In the 
Union may pass acrost the atate In a 
palace Pullman. Under tbit law It 
matters not how degraded a white man 
may be. he Is entllTed to sit wherever 
be choose*. A Republican governor 
recommended tbe repeal of this law, 
and the enactment of a statute which 
would seat every Individual according 
to decency, character and conduct. In- 
stead of color. How many of tbe Dem- 
ocratic candidates, who now ask your 
assistance, voted or oITered to auitaln 
him In that recommendation? Not 
one. And yet these gentlemen tell you 
they are your friends. Instead of rec- 
ognising the difference between a rep- 
uuble negro who Is trying to make a 
good clttxcn. and one who it degraded 
and worthless — they would herd you 
together Indiscriminately, and rather 
than encourage humlllat* the better 
clast.

I plead tonight for 
more kindness and more Justice to tbe 
negroes of Kentucky.

But the governor Is also arraigned 
for vetoing the ELECTION BILL. 

That bill Is claimed to have been 
passed In tbe Interest of fair elections, 
and so urgent was tbe necessity for 
Its taking effect Immediately, although 
the election was nearly nine months 
In tbe future, an emergency clause was 
Inserted, as stated, "because of tbe 
frauds that are NOW perpetrated In 
election* In this commonwealth.'' 

The emergency was not declared be- 
cause frauds are NOW perpetrated. If 
frauds have been committed In tbe 
past, or were liable to be committed in 
tbe future. It did not authorise an 
emergency clause becaiiae there was 
ample time after three months before 
any election could have been held. 
The whole purpose of this emergency 
was to enable the legislature, before 
It* adjournment, to elect the three 
members of the slate board. Mr. Orr 
moved to amend tbe bill by allowing 
the people to elect the commlaslooers, 
but tbe friends of tbe bill were unwil- 
ling to risk the people and defeated 
tbe amendment. We will see further 
along whether there was any reason 
why the people should not have fully 
and fairly rboaen these offleers at tbe 
November election, 1898. 

In order to arrive at tbe purpose ot 
a law, we should carefully consider Its 

f irovleloni in connection with tbe evil 
t proposes to remedy. 

Here the governor went Into detail* 
which showed that Bryan'* gain In 
Kentucky wras greater than McKinley'* 
gain In 1896. In regard to which he 
had heretofore published flguree show- 
ing that If there was any fraud in Ken- 
tucky It wai In tbe First and Second 
districts instead of the Eleventh.

The governor continued: 

Under the old law the county Judge 
appointed election offleers equally 
from the two principal political pow- 
er* When th* returns came In they 
were nut counted by the Judge alone, 
but tbe sheriff and county clerk were 
also membera of the board, and this 
board made returns to the state boaid, 
from which they derived no authority 
and to which they owed no responsi- 
bility. and but vary little opportunity, 
for these different offleers acting Inde- 
pendently of each other, to engage In 
any fraud or conspiracy. 

F'or to years this law had been in 
operation In Kentucky and during all 
tbat time had worked In tbe main sat- 
isfactorily. 

But It Is claimed tbat the electloa 
law has been sanctioned by the su- 
preme court of appeals. It must not be 
forgotten that three of the members 
of that court declared tbe law uncon- 
stitutional and the other four declared 
lo the contrarv-ONE MAJORITY. 
Nor must It be forgotten tbat In the 
majority opinion Ihe court said tbat 
It was the esiabllahed doctrine "that 
the Judiciary can not pronounce a 
stale unconstitutional and void be- 
cause It may. In the opinion of the 
court, be Impolitic, unjust or oppres- 
sive, or betaiise It appears to violate 
what may be deemed fundamental prin- 
ciples or wbat is culled the 'genius and 
spirit of our instltiitiona.’ 

I will not attempt to argue the un- 
ronstllutlonalLy of the measure, for 
my views have long since been made 
public by veto and on that I am willing 
tu abide the final result.
